Two gatherings were held Friday even- 


ing—one in New York, the other in Lima 
Peru—both international in their charac- 
ter, in theme, and in significance.

His two first marriages proved childless 
the two later marriages he became 
of nine sons and twotiaughters. One might ex- 
pect that many of them would have some share 
of Leonardo's gifts. Yet of 
the eleven children and their 
descendants, not one became 
distinguished. Only the love- 
child of the humble contadia saved his father’s 
name from being unknown and forgotten. 

One theory of genius is that it results from a 
happy, but fortuitous, grouping of genes and 
chromosones. Yet family traits persevere, 
though great men rarely have great sons. (The 
son of Shakespeare is a Shakespeare only in 
name; genetically he is a Shakespeare-Hatha- 
way—or possibly a Hathaway-Shakespeare.) 

Many great men inherit largely from the 
mother. Huxley, commenting on his own in- 
heritance, says “Physically and mentally I am 
the son of my mother, even to peculiar move- 
ments of the arm, so that I can hardly find a trace 
of my father in myself.” Did Leonardo inherit 
from his mother? Had the other children of 
Caterina genius in embryo, lacking only educa- 
tion to make it flower? Leonardo, whose genius 
is represented only in part in “Mona Lisa” and 
“The Last Supper,” may have had this in mind 
when he penned his observation that one can find 
fairer forms and greater beauty under the 
ragged clothes of the hill maidens than among 
the grand ladies of the court, tricked out in their 
finery 

The French proverb “To know all is to for- 
give all” may go much aaa into the roots of 
our being than we suppose. The mathematician 
can write it in equation form thus: “Inheritance 
plus Environment equals Being.”
